BLAINE, IN BIS INTERVIEW TODAY, 
says the President did see the letter of in- 
structions before it was sent; that he sug- 
gested changes; that amendments were made 
in hisown hand; and that he (Mr. Blaine) 
retains the — 7 manuscript with those 
corrections of the President. Mr. Blaine has 
made his statement to the public after care- 
ful consideration, after consultation with his 
friends, and in the manner which he himself 
selected. It is not to be expected that the 
friends of the President will remain silent 
under such a direct charge and under such 
less direct imputations as the interview of 
Mr. Blaine presents. 

MUCH PAINS 
has been taken to ascertain the Administra- 
tion view of this matter, and the following 
statement can be relied upon as accurately 
setting forth that side—for that there is to be 
an Administration side and a Blaine side to 
this controversy is very evident, as the mem- 
bers of both Houses say an investigation of 
the matters suggested by this published cor- 
respondence cannot be avoided, er long de- 
layed.

THE PRESIDENT’S DESIRE ,

The natu- 
ral resources and the guano deposits are 
worth infinitly more than the most extrava- 
gant value ever placed upon the Cochet 
claim. 
IN HER DISTRESS, 

and to prevent the humiliation which would 
have followed the loss of national territory, 
Peru was not only willing but anxious to 


recognize the validity of the Peruvian Com-, 


pany’s claim, provided the United States 
Government would use its good offices to 
prevent the dismemberment of her territory. 
This claim once recognized, there were mill- 
ions of capital waiting in the United States 
to be handed over to Peru to pay her war in- 
demnity to Chill. This indemnity satisfied, 
the company would have gone to work to 
reimburse itself from the deposits secured 
by the recognition of itsclaim. Probably 
ten thousand Americans would, within five 
years, have gone to Peru to assist the com- 
pany in its development of her maguiflcent 
resources. The country would have been, in 
fact, under an American protectorate, al- 
though notin name. Not only would the 
company have made, as we believe, immense 
sums of money, but the benefits to the coun- 
try resulting from increased tonnage, and the 
development of commerelal relations with 
the South Pacific Republics would have been 
enormous. The speculation was absolutely 
ligitimate in every respect. 
MR. BLAINE, HOWEVER,

The Government of the United States offered 
to the belligerents its mediation, in the form of 

ood offices, and it was accepted. We accepted 
the mediation of the United States because we 
desired peace, and because the traditional policy 
of that State. its duties as a neutral, its constant 
non-interference in all contests which affected 
not its own security, and even the moderation 
which isimposed on Great Powers inspired us 
with confidence. In October, 1480, on board the 
Lackawanna, and in presence of the Ministers of 
the Uaoited States, the well-known conferences 
took place between our Plenlpotenttartes and 
those of the enemy.

The on- 
y country where at any time it could negotiate 
a respectable loan was Chili, a loan whose sery- 
ice of payment was suspended almost as soon as 
it received the money. 

Peru bad been deprived of gredit which it had 
abused until owing nearly 000,000, whose 
payment bad been suspended compictely. 
Neither in its fiscal resources nor in those of the 
country, did it possess means of obtaming the 
sum necessary to indemnitication. . . A war 
indemnity paid in territory was 1m posed by the 
fatal and unavoidabie law of necessity. The se- 
curity of Chili also counseled territorial ag- 
erandizement for reasons as evident as legiti- 
mate. The saltpetre district of Antofagasta and 
the salitre territory of Tarapaca were the real 
and direct causes of the war. Toreturn to the 
enemy the dominion of the . causes ot the 
struggie, at ter our triuumphs and the possession 
of these territories, would bave been an unjusti- 
lla bie improvision and an absolute iaca of KhOwI- 
edge as regards questions of State.

As soon as understood, however, 
Cobb’s bill provoked a wordy warfare. The 
Speaker first decided that it should be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Pacifie Railroads, 
but changed his mind, on the representation 
ot Randall that it had but little bearing upon 
the subject of Pacific Railroads, and dodged 
a decision, leaving the question of reference 
to the House. An active discussion fol- 
lowed, and half-a-dozen different references 
were suggested. Cobb moved to refer to the 
Committee on Pablic Lands. Page, of Cali 
fornia, ameuded to refer to the Committee 
on Education and Labor, and Townsend, of 
Ohio, to send te 

THE COMMITTEE ON JUDICIARY. 
A yea-anti-nay vote on Townsend’s motion 
resulted in its adoption by 161 to . The 
Speaker, a second time during the day, 
allowed the House to fall into a wrangle on 
a question of reference, by refusing to de- 
cide, leaving it to the voice of the House. 
This was on the question of referring a joint 
resolution calling on the President to enter 
into negotiations with the Hawalian Govern- 
ment for the establishment of a customs 
union between the two countries. There was 
a dispute as to the jurisdiction of the 
Committee op Foreign Affairs and the Com- 
mittee on Wars and Means over this sub- 
ject, and Mr. Keifer allowed the House to 
debate the question, although finally, after 
listening to suggestions from both sides, he 
ruled in favor of the Ways aud Means Com- 
mittee. The House, however, had the mat- 
ter before it, and a vote was forced upon it, 
resulting in its goihg to the Ways and Means 
Committee by a vote of 51 to 75. 
THE GREATER PART OF THE DAY 
was devoted to the introduction of bills, res- 
olutions, and the reports of committees. No 
bills of very great importance were of- 
ferea, the larger number being private 
relief bills. Mr. Hubbell introduced 
a resolution asking the  Civil-Service 
Reform Committee to take into con- 
sideration the question of the advisabil- 
ity of the erection of the Department 
of Agriculture into an exeeutive depart- 
ment.

WHISKY AND EDUCATION. 
THE LIQUOR-DEALERS AND LOGAN’S ML. 
Spectat Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasniveronr, D. C., Jan. 30.—The repre- 
sentatives of the United States Liquor-Deal- 
ers’ Association of the country, who are now 
here, have settled the conflicting interests of 
Kentucky bourbon, of IIIInois highwines, 
and of Cincinnati whisky, and hav@agreed 
upon a bill which they will present to Con- 
Kress in a few days. They will, in thelr bill, 
demand all that they hope to obtain. With- 
out specifying details their plan is to ask for 
a reduction of the tax to 50 cents per gallon, 
with a condition that the tax shall not take 
effect before Aug, 1, 1882 They assign as 
the reason why the postponement is desired 
the following: All existing contracts have 
been made upon the basis of present prices, 
the stock ‘that has been purchased is being 
fed upon the basis of the present prices, and 
if the law should go into immediate effect 
the distillery interests of the country would 
pe greatly injured. 

Tun ULTIMATE OBJKCY.OF THE BILL 

is to obtain a total repeal of all the taxes on 
distilled spirits. Meanwhile, through an ad- 
mission which a representative of this asso- 
ciation makes in private, it is evident that 
the Logan Educational bill is to meet with 
the opposition not only of the temperance 
people but of the whisky men, and that in 
thie instance, as on very many occasions be- 
fore, the aposties of so-called temperance 
will form an alliance with the rum-sellers 
against measures of great benefit to the peo- 
ple. The whisky lobby and Prohibitionists 
are uniting in the interests of free rum 
against the education of the people. The is- 
sue will be sharply drawn. The whisky 
lobby is beccumg alarmed and sees in the 
possible suecess of the Logan bill a perpet- 
ual menace to the cause of free rum. A talk 
with one of the shrewdest members of the 
whisky lobby more plainly illustrates this. 

A DELEGATE 

of the Liquor-Vealers’ Association from 
Lilinols was asked what the position of the 
liquor men would be with regard to the 
Logan Educational bill and the proposition 
to devote the proceeds of the whisky-tax to 
the cause of education. He very flatly said 
that the association woud be against the 
bill, as they regarded it asa blow at their 
special interests. Being requested to give 
reasons, he intimated that the passage of the 
Logan bill would forever rivet the claims of 
taxation upon the whisky interests of the 
country, and the producers of liquor would 
be opposed to it. They wanted, in short, 
their whisky tree, and did not care whether 
the people were educated or not. Growing 
warm to this subject, this gentleman said in

DEMOCRATIC RULE. 


How New Orleans Is Robbed by Demo- 
cratic Bulers—The Way People of a 
Southern City Are Driven to the Verge 
of Desperation by Mich Taxes and 
Licenses—Some Samples of the License 
System—A Committee of Public Salety. 

Oorresvondence Philadelphia Times (Dem.). 

New ORvLeANS, Jan. 27.—There is, without 
doubt, no other city in the United States where 
the peopie are taxed as heavily as here in New 
Orleans by the Democrats in power, and where 
they get so small a return for taxes paid; and, 
owing to the system of taxation, which is prop- 
erly designated an ordinance to levy, collect, 
and enforce payment of an annual license tax 
upon all persous, associations of persons, and 
corporations pursuing any trade, profession, 
vocation, calling, or business, many of the poor- 
er people are on the verge of desperation. 

The Democratic ordinance that I refer to is 
indeed a drag-net for scooping everybody into 
the capacious maw of the administrators of the 
affairs of the City of New Orleans. It divides 
manufacturers into eleven classes; those who 
are fortunate enougd to be in the first class are 
required to pay $2,500a year, and the eleventh 
class, no matter how small the receipts, must 
pay $10; and manufacturers of everything un- 
der the sun are included, unless exempted by 
the Constitution of the State. What a hearty 
welcome such a tax is from the leading city in 
the South to the capitalist of the North to come 
bere and start business as a manufacturer. 

“ We are now putting up 20,000 cans of oysters 
a month at Pascagoula,” said a German to me 
who has been here about five years. Where 
do you make the cans?’ lasked, and be told me 
they came in bulk all the way from Baltimore; 
that in view of the heavy taxation imposed on 
their manufacture bere it was absolutely out of 

question to th of making them in New 

Orieans. 

Wholesale dealers, whether as priccipal or 
agent on commission, by auction (including real 
estate) or otherwise of selling, are also divided 
into cleven classes, the tirst of which are livensed 
at $2,500; second at S ’ $1,500; Tourth, 
$1,000; fifth, $500; sixth, $375; seventh, $25); 
eighth, $150; ninth, $75; tenth, $25; eleventh, $10. 

Right here lought to mendon that the scale 
for manufacturers, wholesale merchants, and 
bankers is precisely the same. Retall dealers 
are ruted precisely as are the first ten in the 
wholesale dealers’ elass— that is, beginning at 

2.500 and runuing down to $25, and four addi- 
ional ciasses rated at $30, $20, $10, and $5 for 
each class. 

The insurance business also comes in for its 
share, although this business is divided up into 
only eight classes, and rated as the first eight 
are in the list given above as wholesaie dealers, 
beginning at $2,500 and ending with $150 for the 
eighth class. 

hose who are engaged in “transporting 
money, merchandise, furniture, or other arti- 
cles by express, railroad, or other transfer, of 

operating one or more Stugboats, of keeping a 

warehouse of storuge- room, are divided into 

eleven classes and are rated the same as whole- 
sale deaiers. 

Piaces of legitimate amusement are limited to 
four classes. Where the number of seats ex- 
ceed 1,000 the license is $500; exceeding 700 seats, 
$375; exceeding 500 seats, $250; less than 500 
seats, $250. and no business of this character 
Shall be less than $250: and where can-can, 
clodoche, or other similar female dancing or 
sensation performances or statuary exbibiuons 
are shown the license shall be fixed at $1,000. 

Museums, menageries, circuses, and other 
traveling shows are divided into eleven classes; 
the man with a bhaud- organ and a monkey must 
pay $10, and if over persons are emploved 
with menagerie or circus the license is 
which is the first class, the man and the monkey 
being the eleventh. 

But the most oppressive of all these taxes is 
that which compeis every poor widow woman or 
wife of a paralytic busband to pay a license fur 
what the law uesignates as “sustenance and re- 
freshments,” but which are really boardmg- 
houses. 

At the offset 1 stated that all are included in 
this drag-net, but I find on retietion that while 
doctors, lawyers, editors, and the other fellows 
are taxed, ministers of the Gospel are exempt. 
This wonderful ordinance enacts that every in- 
dividual or company carrying on the profession 
or business of attorney-at-law, physician, editor, 
dentist, oculist, broker in money, notes, real 
estate, produce, cotton, and sugar or other busi- 
ness, agency for steamboats, publication, 
freight, ticket, ciaims, patent-rights or other 
business, draying, trucking, keeping cabs or car- 
riages, horses for hire, owvers or lessees of toll- 
bridges and ferries, and master builder, steve- 
dore, and mechanic who employs assistance 
shall be divided into six classes, the first of 
which shall pay $50 a year; second, $50; tbird, 
S0; fourth, $20; fifth, $10; sixth, 88. It is sur- 
prising how many sixth-class lawyers, doctors, 
and editors there are in New Orleans. The last 
to be taxed are traveling salesmen from other 
States, who are taxed $2) per month, or, if tor a 
week or less, $10. 

The ordinance is brimful of penalties in the 
shape of fines and imprisonment. Onue-fourth of 
all fines goes to the informer. and any person 
requiring a license and faijing to procure it be- 
comes liable to a nue of $100 and imprisonment 
for one mouth. 

State and city taxes are high, but they do not 
2 enough for the cormorants who are prey- 

upon the vitals of the business ot the city, 

and a heavy tax has been laid upon furniture. A 

friend of mine on a visit here from New York. 

suffering from chronic catarrh apd consumption, 
is boarding with a widow lady living eight biocks 

from the main, or Canal street. She occupies a 

house of ten rooms, for which she pays $900 a 

year reut. $25 a year for tax on furniture, and 

$25 license as a boarding-house keeper. 

Notwitbstand this heavy taxation New 
Orleans is the dirtiest city on the American 
continent. The mud is of two kinds—white 
mud and black mud. The white mud is a de- 
coction of powdered oyster-sbells, lime, the or- 
dimary street mud, and water, and there is no 
whitewash ever made by the most skKillful house 
wife that sticks like this white mud. The vlack 
mud is the ordinary street mad with just enough 
of molasses dripping from the willious of barreis 
and bogsheads brought bere to make it stick to 
the clothing equally as well as the whitewash 
mud. The teachers of the public schools are paid 
in warrants that they are obliged to sell for 80 per 
cent of their fuce value, and even then the city 
is three or four monthsin arrears to the teach- 
ers with these depreciated warrants. 

Garroting bas become so frequent on the pub- 
lic street after nigntfali that a Committee of 
Public Safety has been orgunized to protect 
the policemen from assault. The Chief 
of Police says that itis impossible fur him to 
protect life and property; that he has only 280 

atroimen fora city of 14 square miles: that 

hiiadeiphia, with only 129 square miles, bas 1,200 
patrolmen. Then again the gus ie so dim and 
the lamps so fur apart that the very darkness 
invites crime.

Lonxpow, Jan. 11.—The new year has set in ex- 
traordinarily mild. Indeed, winter cao hardiy 
de said to have put in an appearance as yet. 
The long-tailed Newmarket coats that women 
are wearing look uncommonly out of season in 
the sunny warmth of today. Aman can leave 
off his overcoat, but a woman nas to wear what 
ber modiste commands. Fur garments must be 
purgatory; but the season is telling on the price 
of skins, which is declining, and Hudson's Bay 
stock may follow suit. Even the little birds 
have been led all astray by the weather, 
and have already taken to buiiding nests, 
and iaying eggs—which is scandalous. 
Flowers also are lingering on or blooming anew, 
and uutimely crops of roses and strawberries are 
beard of in many places. November, December. 
and January so far, bave igdeed been April, 
May, and June, startied occasionally with wind- 
storms of unusual violence. These will leave a 
bad record of disasters On the British coasts: 
but, with this exception, the season has been of 
a comfortable kind. and must be all in — of 
the poor, the aged, and the infirm. ouly 
drawback is the reasonable fear that lagging 
winter will come at the wrong season, when it 
will be most inconvenient and least welcome. 
The German saying, that a warm January 
brings a cold spring and summer, has been found 
to hold pretty true bere. 

A giorious hunting season is one result of the 
open weather. Perhaps never before have 
hounds been followed by such crowds as are 
this yeaf attending the meets. Ireland, which 
used to be a buntsman’s paradise, is now virtu- 

ally closed to the sport, and its stabies and ken- 

nels—that is, their occupants—have been trans- 

ferred to this side of the Channel. This helps to 
swell the field in England. The Empress of 
Austria, who likes a straight run after a fox, 

but doesn't like a crowd, had a preference for 
Ireland so long as bunting there was practicabie. 

Last year, however, she staid on this side of the 

Irish Sea, making her headquarters at Comber- 

mere Abbey, on the border of Salop and 

Cheshire; and again this season ber hunters 
have arrived there. Her Majesty is a dashing 
borsewoman, and ber presence is immensely 

popular with the fleid. Of course accidents will 

happen in the hunting field, but the exhileration 

of riding to hounds seems to make women as 
well as men defiant of danger. The cost of 
“coming a cropper” depends very much 

where one lands, of course; and fortunately 
the ground is more than ordinarily soft at 
present. One may say Of open weather what 
the Scotch toper said of the new-fallen snow 
over which he wentreelingaiong: It maks 
fine saft faa’in’.” Hence, with one exception, 
nothing worse than broken bones and bruises 

has resulted from an unusual list of accidents. 

The Duke of Rutland, Lord John Manners, and 
Lord Grey de Wilton are among those who have 
had ugly tumbles lately. The last two were se- 

riously burt, and will not be abie to mount again 
this season. There are few sportsmen who 
would not rather sustain a tumble in the hunt- 

ing field than shoot a beater by mistake ina 
pheasant preserve; but two or three men have 
found themselves in this painful position in the 
past fortnight or so. Such occurrences are un- 

avoidable in pbeasant-shooting, or at least in 

pheasant-shooting as now conducted, where & 
regiment of beaters is employed trying to make 
poor, bewildered tame birds use their wings. 

One can buy pheasants—and some, it is sus- 

pected, do buy them—and turn them into the 
covert the day before shooting. To take one’s 
gun and go the round of the farm-yards, pot- 

ting the dorkings and dunguill roosters, might, 
on the whoie, be an improvement on this form 

of sport. At any rate, it would be much less ex- 

pensive. 

This week the Prince of Wales is at Lord 
Stamtford's, where a party of twelve guns are 
blazing away at 18,000 pheasants and a myriad of 
bares. Compared with the never-flagging round 
of pleasure and adventure in which the Prince 
moves, the quiet and routine existence of his 
brothers is humdrum itself. The Dukes of 
Edinburg and Connaught attend closely to busi- 
ness, in the navy and army respectively; and 
the Duke of Albaay sticks to his books. The 
murriage of the last-mentioned will probably 
take place in the end of April—at any rate, not 
til after Easter.

Queen Victoria has now twenty- 
tive grandchildren and atleast one great-grand- 
child living: and six grandchildren have died. 
The Marquis of Lorne and the Princess Louise 
were entertained today by the Mayor of Liver- 
pool, just before the embarkation of the Mar- 
quis for Canada. The Princess bas not been in 
the best of health since ber accident in Canada; 
and, iv bis address today at Liverpool, the Mar- 
quis explained that she was remaining behind 
him in England by bis express desire, in the hope 
that by spring she might be completely restored, 
and able then to join him. 

The high prices commanded by the Duke of

Not being entailed, these books would no 
doubt have been sold off long ago if their con- 
vertibility bad been suspected by their nobie 
owner. When he succeeded to the title some 
fifteen years ago, be succeeded also to a 
perfect chaos of debt, which he nimself nad had 
hisown share in producing. This chaos was 
committed to the bands of the iate Mr. Pad- 
wick, agentieman of great experience in the 
administration of such cases; and fur years Mr. 
Padwick attended the Duke like his shadow—a 
shadow, however, that was to the creditors a 
sign of present sunsbine. No doubt Mr. Pad- 
wick was of great service to ail parties, and it is 
only the announcement Of this sale that now 
recalis the dire necessity that once existed 
for his offices. Except as a sign of the decay of 
n great house—the representative of the ancient 
Scottish line of Douglas—(he dispersion of this 
library can bardly raise much regret, for its 
treasures wight as well be buried as lie shetved 
in Hamilton Palece. Their present owner can 
have littie use for books. herefore it will be 
littie loss tobim, and may be a great gain to the 
world, when they fall into the hands of such as 
can appreciate them.

*Siberians do not seem distressed at these dis- 
tances. and think nothing of riding 100 miles to 
attend a ball or a banguet; but entertainments 
of that sort areonly beld in towns, which are 
very few, only seventeen having more than 5,000 
inbabitants. Of course, much of Siberia is not 
fit for colonization; the land is evidently greatly 
altered since the times of the mammoths and 
other antediluvian animais. But nevertheless 
there is uudoubtedly a great waut of popula- 


tion. 

To supply that want has been the constant 
thought of Russian statesmen. It is that which 
partly has led them to establish al settic- 
ments in Siberia. There is a certaln appropri- 
ateness about that which is quite undesigned. 
It is perhaps not altogether unfitting that 8. 
beria, conquered by a bait-brigand, should be- 
come the home of the convict. Yet it deserves 
a better fate, and itis sure to have it sooner or 
later—I hope sooner than later.“

The vtol- 
eration of any such colonies or other po- 
litieal agthority under the sovereign power 
of ei of the European nations would be 
wholly inconsistent with the safety of the 
Kepublics of America, and especially of the 
United States. Notice to this effect was 
given to te world by Mr. Monroe sixty years 
ago, and the perils which called for that no- 
tice then are as imminent now as they were 
then. Thepolicy of the United States is 
peace, but peace can best be maintained by 
avoiding all causes of war, and by permitting 
no encroachments upon the independence of 
any one of the American Republics. 

During our Rebellion France invaded and 
for a time held Mexico: by the aid of her 
navy and her troops she overthrew the 
Mexican Republic and planted an Austrian- 
French Empire. This was done under the 
expectatioh and wish that this Union would 
be dismembered, and the whole of America 
be open to European conquest. But the 
collapse of the Rebelliom warned France, 
and the French forces quickly abandoned 
Mexico, leaving the Austrian people alone to 
contend with the Mexicans. Who doubts 
that had the French undertaken to hold 
Mexico after our War had closed aif Amertt- 
canarmy would have captured the French 
and shipped them home to Napoleon? 

This continent must be kept free from 
European domination. What France at- 
tempted in Mexico must not be attempted by 
England in Central America, or in Chili, or 
in any other part of America, North or 
South. No European Power must annex, or 
conquer, or seize, or colonize any part of 
this continent or the islands, further than is 
now held by such Power. America for the 
Americans, is the established policy of this 


continent, and from that policy there will be 


no departure so long as the American Union 
lasts. Whether the Blaine letter asserting 
and maintaining this policy be repudiated or 
revoked by Mr. Arthur the American people 
will maintain it, and honor the statesmary 
whe so opportunely published it as a warn- 
ing to the world.

MORMON “THREATS. 
It is reported from Washington that Mor- 


legislation hostile to their peculiar instita- 
tion” by running down and exposing im- 
moral practices on the part of certain Con- 
gressmen.

of justice.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS BILL. 
Senator Sherman has introduce d and had 
referred to the Committee on Finance of the 
Senate abill to facilitate the decision of 
controverted questions fu customs revenue 
cases.”’ 

The bill proposes to substitute for the pres- 
ent appeal to the Secretary ofthe Treasury 
and subsequent suit in the courts of the 
United States the optional right of the im- 
porter to appeal to the Secretary or institute 
suit directly befere the Court of Claims at 
Washington. But it also clothes the Sec- 
retary with authority to transfer immediate- 
ly without action thereon such appeals as 
are made to him to the Court of Claims. 

The purpose of the last mentioned provis - 
ion is very obscure. Is it intended that ques- 
tions of fact shall be submitted to the Sec- 
retary, and questions of law to the court? If 
so, why not, then, so provide? But there is 
no such intention, because the right of the 
importer to go directly to the edurt in every 
case is expressly conferred. It would seem 
that this optional right of the importer to ap- 
peal to the Secretary, or directly to the Court 
of Claims, adds one link to the present chain 


| of circumlocation: for it is to be presumed 


that in every case he would first seek a favor- 
able decision from the Secretary, since in the 
event of failure he might then go to the 
Court of Claims. But why should Mr. Sher- 
man wish to confer upon the Secretary the 
right to decide such appeals as he chooses 
and turm over without action such others as 
he chooses to the court? 

It is well known that the Secretary of the 
Treasury does not personally decide ordina- 
ry customs appeals. Durmg Secretary Sher- 
man’s term there were 15,000 appeals sent 
to the department. It is within bounds to 
assume that he did not consider and act per- 
sonally upon a hundred of them. It is the 
business of one of the Assistant Seéretaries 
to pass upon these appeals, specifically at 
present that of Assistant-Secretary French. 
But the duty is only nominal with him. It 
is known that the decisions are chiefly made 
by a clerk in the customs division, Mr. H. B. 
James. It would seem that the purpose of 
the feature of Mr. Sherman’s bill immed? 
ately under consideration is to confer upon 
Mr. James or his snecessor, whoever he may 
be. if he shall ever have a successor, the 
right to decide ali the appeais he wishes to 
and turn over to the Court of Claims such as 
he doesn’t care to meddle with. 

But this is not, perhaps (7), the most ob- 
jectionable feature of the Dill. If it is de- 
vised for the purpose of giving the attorneys 
of the District of Columbia an immense 
amount of business, itis admirably adapted 
to its purpose: three or four thousand cases 
per annum in a new field of practice would 
divide up handsomely amoug the legal fra- 
ternity of Washington.

They see fit 
to ignore the fact that this is a practical 
world, ‘They revel in impracticable, utopian 
ideas. Temperance is a commendable and 
highly desirabie quality in all things; it is a 
pity fanatics do not eulttvate it to a greater 
extent. Much good may be accomplished by 
bona-fide Christian Temperance Unions, by 
Woman’s Temperance Associations, by the 
Temperance Leagues for the Protection of 
Minors, by Anthz Treating Societies, and by 
all manner of combinations against the con- 
tamination and spread of intemperance 
in the use of liquor. But the good 
influence which may be exerted by 
such associations is frequentiy neutral- 
ized by perverse and senseless opposition 
to movements which are calculated to assist 
the work they have in hand. This is true of 
the opposition which the so-called Christian 
Temperance Union of Little Rock offers to 
Senator Logan’s National-Educational bill. 
The eause of temperance can have no more 
efficient auxiliary than popular education. 
The man or woman who grows up in igno- 
rance and the low associations which igno- 
rance almost necessarily implies is not 
armed with the same power for resisting the 
temptation to excess in drink which he or 
she commands who can find recreation in 
reading, and whose attainments have secured 
associations which condemn intemperatice. 
It is equally obvious 
temperance is not te be advanced by makmg 
whisky free and cheap, nor by sacrificing a 
large Government revenue which is collected 
without oppressing any class. It is notorious 
that, in many sections of the country, es- 
pecially in the South, the landowners are 
not willing to submit to direct taxation to 
support schools for the poor. One-half of 
the adult population of Little Rock and Ar- 
Kansas can neither read nor write, but are as 
illiterate as their mules. And it is in the 
midst of this dense and disgraceful igno- 
rance a so-called Christian Temperance Union 
denounces the use of the tax on alcoho! for 
the support of schools in Arkansas: but 
while so denouncing this fund they propose 
no other, but prefer that their community 
shall continue in its dense ignorance and in 
the weakness and vice which mental dark- 
ness begets and fosters.

With the long experience of Mr. Sherman 
as Secretary of the Treasury, itis matter of 
surprise that he should introduce a bill on 
the subject of customs revenue cases with 


troverted questions,” etc., which, if enacted, 
would almost ineyitably. postpone, rather 
than hasten, theit settlement, and which 
would further involve’ and complicate the 
present cumbrous system. It requires two 
or three years under the existing system to 
reach a trial of a customs case, and some

these cases now pending in many courts to 
one court—the Court of Claims—and add to 
the bateh three or four thousand new cases 


annually!

which has its ruined suitor, with his slip-shod 
heels and threadbare dress, borruwing and bezr- 
ging. through the round of every man’s ac- 
quaintance.

Innumerable children bave been born into the 
cause; innumerable young people have married 
into it; innumerable old peopie have died out of 
it. Scores of persons have deliriously found 
themselves made parties to Jarndyce and Jaro- 
dyce without knowing how or why; whole fami- 
lies have inberited legendary batreds with the 
suit. The little plaintiff or defendant, who was 
promised a new rocking-horse when Jarndyce

THE ARKANSAS AWNTI-EDUCATIONISTS. 

The following resolutions are reported as 
having been adopted by the so-called Chris- 
tian Temperance Union last week at Little 
Rock, Ark. : 

Whereas, Senator Logan, of Diinois, has in- 
troduced a bill in Congress to set apart the rev- 
enue derived from distillers for education: 

Nes ved, That we enter our most solemn pro- 
test against the attempted conversion of an un- 
holy, 1 1 and diabolical perversion of the 
gift of God into alcoholic stimultants; 

Resolved, — we request our Senators and 
Re resentativ in Congress to vote against tha 
bill, or any Similar one that has for its object 
the. setting apart of the revenue defived from 
this source for such purpose. 


The precise meaning of the language 
quoted is not clear, but we infer that the so- 
called Christian Temperance Union desires 
(1) to condemn the manufacture of alcohol, 
and (2) to disapprove the proposition that the 
revenue derived from the alcohol tax shall 
be used for the support of public schools, 
It is worthy of remark, however, that the al- 
leged “ Christian Temperance Union” does 
not suggest that the alcohol tax be repealed, 
and the revenue therefrom thereby donated 
to the distillers and whisky-sellers: nor does 
that saintly association enter any protest 
against using the revenue from the alcohol 
tax for any other Government purpose, such 
as paying, bondholders or pensions, or de- 
fraying the expenses of Congress, or meeting 
the salaries of the United States Judges. 
These conditions leave the aaid Christian 
Temperance Union“ in the rather re- 
markable position of condemnmg the 
proposed use of thé aleohol tax as 
Ane“ not to say iniquitous and

arguing that questioh with them: it is an un- 
profitable whipping-over of old straw. But, 
until they shall be able to accomplish the 
impossible and reach the unattainable, let 
them be reasonable and practical if they 
would do any good. If whisky isto be made 
and consumed let it pay a tax, and let that 
tax be devoted to the greatest possible pro- 
tection of the people against whisky-drink- 
ing.

“N ESTHETICS AND KNEE-BREECHES. 

The wave of excitement over Oscar Wilde 
seems to be subsiding a little, and the worid 
of blue china exquisits and dado esthetes 
does not appear to rush after him with that 
intensity and too tooness which character- 
ized those silly classes in New York and 
Philadelphia. Perhaps his Baltimore epi- 
sode, which proved that estheticism does not 
necessarily involve good manners, has some- 
thing to do with it, for it is not a very agree- 
able outcome of a lady’s lavish outlay to en- 
tertain a guest to find herself without 
any guest when the time comes and 
that all her sunflowers and lilies have 
been thrown away upon a languishing 
deceiver. itis more probable, however, that 
the result is due to a different kind of disap- 
pointment, for even the most intense admir- 
ers of this conspicuous sham are beginning 
to discover that after all there is nothing in 
the show, and that he is not what he was au- 
vertised to be by his shrewd managers. 
Whatever may be the cause, he has reached 
Boston, and Boston does not run after him or 
make him receptions. Why should she? The 
venerable dame of the Hub was esthetic be- 
fore Wilde was born and can teach him the 
rudiments of the doctrines. She has better 
esthetics than he, and they goa great deal 
deeper, way down into the transcendental- 
isms df Emerson and the appalling oracles of 
Alcott. What does she want of this sprig 
with his syllabubs, and millinery poetry, and 
lily worship ? 

Thus far in his pilgrimage Oscar Wilde 
seems to have left but one serious impression 
upon that portion of American society which 
disports itself in New York, and that does 
not arise from anything connected with his 
brains, but from his legs. In other words, 
the “gilded youth“ of that city, finding noth- 
ing else in Oscar Wilde that they cared to 
imitate, have taken to a discussion of his 
legs, which were incased in knee-breeches, 
and are considering the propriety of adopt- 
ing them—that is, those who have legs that 
can be thus arrayed without exposing the 
secret that the gilded youth is not so gilded 
as he might be. If New York should adopt 
them, of course it is natural to infer that the 
epidemic Will break out here, though there 
is no convincing reason why Chicago men 
should wear knee-breeches because New 
York men do. 

Itis not likely, should the disease break

The suit was instituted by plaintiff under the 
provisions of the Civil Rights bill, and Judge 


tablish the fact that a plaintiff in such action is 
a citizen—there being nothing in the Civil Kights 
bill creating the presumpnon that Congress in- 
tended to legisiate in favor of allens—also 
makes the polut set forth above that a coffee 
and cake saloon” is not an inn within the mean- 
ing of the act of Congress.

DAKOTA. 


Desirability of the Territory as a Home 
~Profits of Corn-Calture—Taking Up 
Lands—Prices ot Various Articles. 

To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

De Smet, Kingsburg Co., Dak., Jan. 23.—For 
every $3 of the wealth of the United States in 
wheat, it is estimated there is $5 in corn. Not 
wheat, but corn, is King. In 1881 I raised over 
200 bushels of good early dent corn on ten acres 
of prairie-sod in this county, on the line of the 
Dakota Central Railway. Corn is worth bere 60 
cents abushel. My expense was about % cents 
an acre for seed at $2 a bushel, and $1 an acre 
for planting with an ax, We follow the break- 
ing plow, and strike the ax through the freshly - 
turned turrow, and drop the corn. No cultiva- 
tion is required. For one-fifth it was cut up and 
busked, and stored in November and December. 
My account stands thus for the ten acres:

Paid for planting

Reeeived for 200 bushels 


Profit in one ear $55.00 
$5.50 an acre, and the land is broken. and sod 
rolled ready for a crop twice as valuable in 
1882. Ruta-bagas will produce about the same 
profit as corn; flax will probably pay better 
than either on the sod. This in latitude 44 de- 
grees 20 minutes or thereabuuts. 

The first year of my residence here after leav- 
ing Chicago I seldom expressed an opinion in 
newspaper correspondence upon the question 
of the desirability of Dakota as a home; but, 
having seen winters and summers dere, Il am 
not in fear of misleading any one in advising 
him to seek this Territory. It is as good as any 
one has ever said it is, so far as 1 have seen 
statements. With railroads through it in 80 
many places, opening up the Government lands 
to settlement, the 320 acres offered free to every 
man and single woman ought to attract atten- 
tion. In the early spring of 1582 it is 
thought there wil) be a great flood of 
people rolling in upon Dakotas, and 
the Government lands will be taken up even 
more rapidly than in 1881. One thing is worth 
remembering: The railroads will not be pushed 
as rupidiy into hitherto inaccessible good Gov- 
ernment land in bee as they were in 1680 and 
1881. Last year every man pushed to the end of 
the railroad be started on, in order, of course, 
to get a claim as close to the station as possibie. 
The result has been, as the roads pave been 
pusbed ahead with marvelous rapidity in their 
ruce with each other towards the Missouri and 
the Black Hilis, the immigrants dave been 
landed in a mass at the end of the road. and u 
Vast amount of tbe choicest land, lying along 
each side of the roads, from one to ten miles 
from tem, has been passed. This is true of the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, and itis true ot the 
branches of the Chicago & Northwestern. 
lu Kingsbury County alone there were, Jan. 9, 
1582, 974 Wuarter-sections of Government laud 
subject to entry. three-fourths of whidh is as 
cboice land forany purpose as the heart of man 
can ask for—all witbin thirteen miles, and most 
of it within tour to nine miles, of one of the 
best steel-lald railroads in the West. Tuis is 
menvoned as an illustration of what is true of 
other counties. 

School-houses, churches, newspapers, daily 
faiis, and daily Chicago papers we are as fa- 
Miliar with us here as in the suburbs of any city. 
The newspapers ot the large cities are, of 
course, one day old, but the telegraph advises 
us instantly everywhere of impurtant events. 

The law of the Territory permits any school 
district to issue bonds not exceeding $1,500, 
bearing § per cent oniv, and runoing from ten to 
twenty years, for building a sehool-house. The 
result is, that, as soon asa few families cet to- 
gether, a district is organized, and a good frame 
school-bouse, costing usually $300 to $500, 16 
built, to be paid for after ali the lands become 
tuxabie and all can contribute to the cost. The 
bo sell at par, and money is floating into the 
Terfitory continually, seeking investment in 
mortgages of $900 or 8400 each upon the mag- 
nifcent farms. The usual course a farmer 
takes is first to take 138 and pay the 
land-office fee of $2. 6 lives. on it six months 
and proves up, borrowing $300 ou a mortgage on 
this land, which pays for it and leaves bim $100, 
less ecxpenses to help him out in his 
frequentiy ciose struggie the first year, 
He then immediately enters a homestead, which 
be can live on five years, and get for nothing 
except the land-office, land-agent, and print 
ing fees. He usually secures a “tree claim” as 
soon as he geis here—so that. in about seven 
months trom the day he began residence in 
Dakota, he is practically the owner of 480 acres 
of land. If be bas the money, and can secure 
the labor necessary, be can make on these tbree 
quarter-sectionus, above all expenses. every year, 
82 good and bad yeurs together, over 
$1,000. The principal difficulty is to secure labor 
if be has the money to pay for it. Every laborer 
who is fit to trust to take charge of a farm soon 
fuds be can make more to open up bis own 
farm than he can by working for wages. We all 
work here. 

Oats ure worth now 50 cents a bushel; wheat, 
$1.08 to $1.20; potatoes, 50 cents; biue joint hay, 
ae youd as timothy, $30 a ton: a good cow, $35; a 
yoke of xu, $100 to 81.28, betug $20 higher than 
u year ago. Grain das been so bigh that ox- 
teams are in especial demand. It requires two 
— ot oxeu or two spans ot horses to do good 

reaking with a sixteeo-inch plaw. Ona four- 
teen -inch plow many use three horses or three 
oxen; but the share must be kept very sharp to 
do good constant work without hurting the team. 

Our people in Southeastern Dakota are from 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, lowa, and other States, 
andof asfine culture as in any part of the 
country, East or West. 

Some counties license saloons, but usually 
make the fee high. Kingsbury County has 

ever licensed one, and probabiy uever will. 

© people bave sense enough to keep whisky 
out; and they doit, too, if one muy judge from 
aii that can be seen upon the streets. 

The weather, last winter very severe, bas 
this winter, to thisdate, been very mild and 
pleasant. Every lady says itis delightful. The 
autumn wasdry. Last summer and the sum- 
mer of 1880 an abundance of rain fell. Dakota 
does not seem to suffer east of the Missouri 
from drouth. The Minnesota millers, unuble 
to grind their wet wheat, are buying Dakota 
wheat because itis dry, at very ud d prices 
(sometimes $1.20), to mix with their wheat. 

If the bousele d landless meu in and about 
the large cities of€he United States realized how 
readily they can secure asa gift a large farm of 
almost inexhaustible fertility. within a few 
miles of a ralilrond-station, and in a location 
where they cau have schools at once for their 
children, and be surrounded oF good beighbors. 
it doeageem that they would all come West and 
lay the foundation of beautiful bomes for those 
children while the lands are yet to be bad.

DR. BELLOWS DEAD. 
A SKETCH OF His GREAT WORK. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, Jan. 50.--The Rev. Dr. Henry 
W. Bellows is dead. He was in his 68th year. 
He was born at Boston June 10, 1814, grad- 
uated at Harvard College in 1882, entered the 
Cambridge Divinity School in 1884, and was 
ordained pastor of the First Congregational 
(Unitarian) Society of New York in 1838, 
From 1846 to 1850 he wae connected with the 
Christian Inquirer, for which he wrote 
numerous articles. His oration Before the 
Phi Beta Kappa Society of Harvard Uni- 
versity, in 1858, attracted much attention. In 
1854 he reeeived the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity. In 1857 he published his Defense 
of the Drama,” which wassharply criticised, 
and delivered a séries of lectures before the 
Lowell Institute, in Boston, on “ The Treat- 
ment of Social Diseases.” In 1859 he deliv- 
ered an eloquent discourse, subsequently 
published, at Cambridge, entitled, The 
Suspense of Faitn,“ in which he foreshad- 
owed a nearer approach of Trinitarianism 
than had been previously supposed. His 
sympathies with all great humanitarian move- 
ments had always been strong, and in 1859 
and 1860 he was active in the organization of 
SANITARY CONVENTIONS 
for the improvement of the health of the 
great cities of the United States. At the 
commencement of the Civil War he was one 
of the first to perceive the necessity of an 
organization for the improvement of the san- 
itary condition of the vast army which was

was organized in May, 1861, on so broad and 
efticient a basis. that commission he was 
the able and hard-working President during 
its entire existence of about six years; and 
though he retained his pastoral charge dur- 
ing the whole period, he performed an 
amount of labor in connection with the com- 
mission which would have crushéd most 
men, ad the satisfaction of knowing 
that the commission had been in every re- 
spect a grand success, In 1866 he visited 
Europe, and promoted the organization there 
of international Sanitary Commissions, 
which, in subsequent Wars, proved of great 
benefit. After his return he published two 
volumes of observations of men and things in 
Europe. He was for some years editor of 
the Christian Examiner, a Unitarian maga- 
zine, and was the principal editor of the Lib- 
eral Christian, ove of the organs of the 
Unitarian denomination. 
DR. BELLOWS WAS ONE OF THE FOUNDERS 
of the Union League Club, and also one of 
the original members of the Century Club. 
Among the other institutions with which he 
ere New England So- 
ciety, the New York torical Society, the 
Phi Beta Kappa Soelety,and the Harvard 
Alumni Association. His degree of Doctor 
of Divinity was conferred by Harvard Col 
lege in 1854. While a successful public lect- 
urer, and to a certain extent a popular 
preacher, whose church was frequently 
sought out by stfangers in the eity, 
Dr. Bellows was especially at- 
tractive in the pulpit to hearers of 
more than ordinary intelligence and éduca- 
tion. His large congregation has aiways in- 
cluded many well-known citizens, and its 
members have held him in

His views on all questions were broad and 
catholic, with a kindly, genial disposition, a 
mind stored with information and replete 
with fresh ideas. He was charming in his 
social intercouse, and secured the warm 
friendship of all who met him on terms of 
intimacy. As an orator his natural gifts 
were perhaps most strikingly displayed 
when he spoke extemporaneousiy. He 
could always be depended on to speak flu- 
ently and happily when called upon with- 
out opportunity for special preparation. On 
such occasions he showed great command of 
language as well as quick thought, his ideas 
seeming naturally to clothe themselves in 
felicitous expressions. Dr. Bellows was 
twice married,

being a daughter of Elihu Townsend. of the 
old firm of Nevins & Townsend, baukers, in 
this city.

New York, Jan. 20. Wall street was 
somewhat excited today when, about noon, 
the telegraphic announcement was made 
that the Union Générale of Paris had sus- 
pended payment. The first report of it was 
doubted, and when, later on, confirmation 
of it came the effect of the failure on the 
stock market was so slight that it occasioned 
more surprise and curiosity than the failure 
itself did. The stock market was little, if at 
all, affectea by the suspension, for, though 
there was a decline yesterday on the gen- 
eral list varying from 1 to 2 per cent 
as against the last prices on Saturday, it 
was not considered to be so much due to the 
Parisian failure as to the fact that the mar- 
ket was already very Unsteady and weak.

The Canon 
City and other finished tines have also been 
straightened; large udditions have beeu made 
to the shops for repairs and construction; iron 
and stone bridges have likewise iurweiy replaced 
wooden structures, and several substantial 
depot buildings, mostly of stone, have been 
erected. The sum of 3.50000 has thus been 
expended. 

In 1881, while the average mileage increased 
66 per cent, the earnings increased 7544 per cent. 

n regard to the mines in Colorado, Presideat 

Paimer says: “ As to the condition of the mines 
of Colorado, we need only add that the business 
of the mining regigns has steadily increased, and 
that in the districts which have come within the 
influence of last year’s railroad extension great 
activity prevails, so that many new mines here- 
tofore unknown or unproductive will, without 
doubt, add largely hereafter to the vutput of 
the State. Especialiy is tuis the case in the Sau 
Juan, Gunnison, Eagle River, and Elk Mountain 
distriets. When it is considered that the Rio 
Grande system bas deen created within ten 
years of the time when the company first com- 
menced to build southwards from Den- 
ver into a land then witbout population, 
industries, or agriculture, and observe 
how many vopulous towns, thriving works, 
and farms now cover the country 
and bow rapidly the mountains are pouring out 
their mineral Wealth, it is impossibie vot to look 
forward with confidence to the future. We 
know of no other region where vast deposits of 
iron, exbaustiess cual-tields (embracing every 
variety), gold and silver bearing mountains, and 
a soil and climate iu every respect well adapted 
to our people exist in such cose proximity and 
form so naturally the basis of a large local de- 
velopment.” 

President Palmer concludes his report by stat- 
ing that “the m ttude of the undertaking 
speaks for itseif. expenditore, although of 
necessity large, is justified by the permanent 
advanteges gained by ulrme once and tor- 
ever these important bighways of traffic, which 
‘cannot fail to yield returns commensurate with 
their cost. 


Tree-Planting on the Line of the North- 
ern Pacific. 

General-Manager Haupt of the Northern Pa- 
eile, during his last trip on the road, examined 
the country with special reference to tree- 
planting in the future. This was done in accord 
with general instructions giver some time ago 
by President Villard. With Gen. Haupi’s party 
was Mr. L. P. Hodges who took great interest 
in the matter. It is the intenuon of the officers 
of the road to have the ground prepared this 
spring for future planting. The first row of 
trees will be 100 feet back from the track, and 
inside of that will be planted yellow cottonwood 
for the making of ties. This wood matures 
within five or six years, and the whole cost of 
the ties to the company would be only 10 cents 
apicce. The other woods will furnisa timber for 
use, fuel for settiers, and seedlings for others 
who may desire to set out trees. Beside 
all this, there will be in a short time an impreg- 
nable barrier against snow biockades in 
winter time. Settlers can also got plenty of 
material for fencing. The advantages to be 
secured are such that the Northern Pace Com- 
pany Will push forward the enterprise with all 
dispateb. Mr. Hod is quite enthusiastic over 
the matter, and will make it his constant study

As to 
building the Atlantic & Pacifico through to the 
Coast, that is a mattor in which the people of 
California are more interested than the stock- 
holders of the Atchison, judging by the vaiuc 
they put upon their ‘ rigbts,’ which were sold as 
low as 10 cents. The lusg of ‘rights’ valued at 
10 cents cannot surely constitute a valid reason 
for parting with stock at a discount of é4or5 
per cent from their previous valuation. 
But, while the possession of a controlling 
influence in the ‘Frisco may have been of 
no such great importance to the Atchison as to 
justify the purchase at high prices of a control- 
ling part of the stock, the case was very differ- 
ent with Mr. Gould, as the projected extensions 
of the road were menacing tome of his most im- 
portant districts. Todo away witb this impend- 
ing and dangerous competition was perbaps suf- 
ficient cause for his action, but there is reason 
to believe that it was more as a measure uf pro- 
tection to his own interests than antagonism to 
those of the Atchisou, The proposed junction of 
the Atlantic & Pacitic with Southern Pacific is 
another matter of which much might be said in 
favor. Ia fact, it is stated that the Atchison 
has long desired such a connection if fair traf- 
fle agreements couid be arranged, and there 
would, therefore, be no cause for shedding many 
tears over this at preserit.

Mrs. Dorris Murdered Near St. 
Louis by a Dissolute 
Grandson. 


He Was Accompanied by a Man 
Supposed to Be Pat 
McGlew.

Rings Stripped from the Dead Woman’s 
Fingers, and Other Prop- 
erty Taken. 


Arrest of Modlew in Chicago Yesterday 
He Denies Any Connection with 
the Tragedy. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. . —It appears that the 
murder of old Mrs. Dorris, very brief announce- 
ment of which was made late last night, was 
committed Saturday night, and seems to bave 
been the result of a regularly- plauued robbery, 
and pot a deliberate design to kill the old lady. 
Russell Brown, her grandson, Who was arrested 
last night, coufessed ata late hour, and stated 
in brief that he anda companion, who is sup- 
posed to be Patriek McGlew, a barkeeper, drove 
out to his grandmother's house, situated on 
King's highway, about four miles from the city, 
Saturday evening. Here young Brown had some 
words with bis mother, who lived with Mrs. 
Dorris, she chiding him for 

HIS DISSOLUTE COURSE OF LIFE, 

and be went away. Later in the nigbt, however, 
after the family bad retired, be and his pal re- 
turned to the house ind went to the room 
always occupied by him when he visited tho 
place. Brown then went to bis grandmother's 
room, told her bis uncle Tom was sick in bis 
(Brown's) room, and wanted ber aid. The old 
lady, who was 70 years of age, and tecbie, rose 
and wept to the room, where sbe Was seized by 
Brown and his companion, and ber diamond 
rings forcibly stripped from her fingers by Me- 
Glew, while Brown choked her to keep her from 
erying out. 

During the struggle, Mrs. Dorris became un- 
couscious, and was placed on the bed by the rub- 
bers. Who then went to the old lady's room, took 
her gold watch from under a pillow of her bed. 
and left the house without disturbing the rest of 
the family, and jumped into their buggy and 
drove of. In the morning 

Mitts. DOKRIS WAS FOUND DEAD, 
with several scratches and bruises.on ber neck, 
and skin scraped from the fagers ou which she 
wore the rings. 

The Coroner was notified, and during the day 
viewed the remains, and gave a eertificate of 
death from natural causes, and it was not. until 
late last night that the police learned of the true 
stafe of the case and took bold of the matter. 
They then arrested Brown, but McGlew is still 
at large. His capture is believed to be certain, 
however. Mrs. Dorris was the wife of Gen. 
George P. Dorris, formerly a weli-known and 
wealthy citizen of St. Louis, and young Brown 
is the son ot a prominent lawyer and prosecut- 
ing attorney of St. Lous County. The affair has 
created a great dea! of comment, on account of 
the positiuus of the parties concerned. 

; THE POST-MORTEM 
made this afternoon indicates that the death of 
Mrs. Dorris was caused by sutfocation or by 
strangulation, aud that there was a struggle. 
The inquest commenced between 4 and 5 o'clock. 
When Brown was taken into the room where his 
victim lay he did not evince the slightest emo- 
tion, and when he was asked by the Coroner if 
he had any statement to make be said “ No,“ 
and was then conducted to another room in 
charge of two policemen. Brown, although only 
years old, had been on a very bard spree for 
more than a month, and, according to his own 
story, was too drunk Saturday nigut to realize 
what be bad dove or make an effort to escape. 
When arrested last night, neariy-four hours 
after the murder, he was in a drunken doze in 
one corner of a street-car,and when aroused 
readily gave bis name tothe officer. It is not 
positively known how much jewelry Browu and 
Mole took from Mrs. Dorris, but they divided 
the piunder after leaving the house, and today 
the watch was found in pa wu-snop ot Henry 
S. Drukker, where it nad been souked for $10, 
aud one of the large Cluster diamond rings 
worn by the old lady was 
OBTAINED FROM A GAMBLER, 

who had loaned Brown $20 on it. Mrs. Dorris 
had iarge solitaire earrings, besides two or three 
other valuabie diamond rings, butavbether these 
were taken is not kaowa. Perhaps McUlew 
has them or disposed of them before 
be left for Chicago. Gen. Dorris, husband of 
the murdered woman, says young Brown snail 
be prosecuted to the bitterend, aud that bis 
wife sball de fully avenged. He is a man of 
large wealth, possesses strong traits of character, 
aud ll very likely Carry out his purpose. 
Brown is said to be a very depraved youth, and 
is accused of repeatedly stealing jeweiry, guna, 
clothing, ana other artivies from bis graad- 
father’s house and selling them for mouey tu 
squander in dissolute ways. His mother, Mrs. 
Van Buren Whisker, who was divorced from his 
tather, Joseph A. Brown, some twelve years 
ago, does not believe der boy commit- 
ted the murder, and there is no evidence 
so far that he did, except bis own statement of 
the affair, but all other members of the family 
think bim guilty. Mrs., 8. H. Hailderman, 
another daughter of Mrs. Dorris, and the wife 
ot the United States Consul at Bangkok, Siam, 
says ber mother was 

IX MORTAL TERROR OF HER GRANDSON, 
and yet she was constantly befriending him and 
shielding bim from tbe anger of his grand[ «ther. 
As an evidence of her fear and a premouidon of 
ber fate, she some weeks ago, hen the ust 
Dispatch published the portraits of the five 
men to be hanged here during the —.— 
month. she took the paper to Mrs. Halder- 
man and asked her if she suw 
any resemblance between one of the portraits 
and any one she knew. Mrs. Halderman suid 
that of Kotovsky looked very much like Russell 
Brown, whereupon Mrs. Dorris remarked, ** Yes, 
the likeness is striking, and now, mark my 
words; Russell Brown's picture will be published 
in this paper and Russell Brown will be banged 
lor my murder.

ARLEST OF ONE OF THE ALLEGED MURDER-

The arrest of Patrick McGlew was made in 
this city by Detectives Gallagher and Amsteia 
yesterday. McGlew was standing on the corner 
of Van Buren and Clark streets, having his 
boots blacked, when Gallagher, who knew him 
well, tapped him on the shoulder. McGlew made 
no objection to going along when he was told 
that the Captain wanted bim.“ Ue did not 
ask for any warrant, and did not even inquire 
what the charge against him was. Ail de did 
was to gv along quietly to the Armory, where a 
reporter saw him later in the day. 

The interview with McGiew was short, and 
threw very little lighton the case. When the 
reporter reached the cell he was greeted cheer- 
fully by a young fellow (certainly not over 30), 
und of good appearance. He was clean-shaven, 
well-dressed, and presented evidences of intox- 
ication, near or remote. His manner was cool 
and collected, and be displayed a willingness to 
talk seldom witnessed with actual criminais. 
McGiew was shown the telegrams received 
from St. Louis identifying bim with the murder 
of Mrs. Doris, but these did not seem to bother 
him. . 

ALL HE HAD TO SAY 
was that last Friday be went to St. Louis from 
Paris, III., where he had been stopping with his 
folks. He laid around the city from Friday 
night until Sunday evening—not going to bed, 
but taking in all the saloons—and then started 
for Chicago. According to bis statement be 
knew nothing of Russen Brown, the supposed 


murderer of Mrs. Davis. Possibly he wight 
have known the man, but not by that name. 
He was positive that be bad not assisted in the 
Kkillms or robbery of any person, and claimed 
that his trip to Chicago was made 
simply because he wanted to get out of 
St. Louis for a few days. He was perfectly will- 
ing to go back to Missouri without a requisition, 
and declared that ne could account for all his 

time in St. Louis. r 
It is not the province of the reporter who in- 
terviewed Mr. McGiewto express any opinion 
as to the complicity of the latter in the murder 
of Mrs. Dorris. But the public may be remind- 
ed of the fact that McGlew’'s account of himseif 
—his alleged alibi—is based ou the fact that he 
was driok in certain St. Louis saloous trom 
Fr@lay to nday. statement that he

THE COLDWATER LADDIES. 


Testimony Against the Chief KEugin er 
of the Fire Department—Damaging 
Statements of the Foreman Corrobo- 
rated. 

COLDWATER, Mich., Jan. 3.—The prosecution 
of the re- bug cases in this city bas made Cold- 
water foremost among the notorious places of 
the country. That trusted firemen, to whom 
the saivation of the city is intrusted, should de- 
liberately set at work to burn the city for the 
purposes, as is alleged, of obtaining a new 
steamer, water-works, and a paid tire depart- 
menr, is all the more astounding. Five firemen 
are under arrest, among them the Chief Eu- 
gineer, a prominent boot and shoe merchant; the 
foreman of the steamer company, un- 
til lately in the employ of the Chief Engineer;

men. The examination and trial of all have 
been postponed from time to time until nothing 
has been done, except to commence the exa w- 


ination of the chief engineer, which has prog- 
ressed through the prosecution. Tne chief wit- 
ness against the Chief Engineer was the fore- 
manof the steamer company, who claims to 
have given everythmg away, and several of his 
particularly damaging statements bave been 
partialiy corroborated by other witnesses, per- 
haps cnough to bold the Chief Engineer for 
trial, but probably not enougu to convict bim. 
The defense bas already been commenced, and 
is being roliowed up very closely. 

Two of the firemen confessed all their know!l- 
edge before the Circuit Court, and plead guilty, 
but were allowed to withdraw their statements, 
and have until the March term of the court to 
piead again. All of the arrested parties are out 
on bail except the foreman of the steamer com- 
pany, who was unable to furnish euough, and 
the greatest indignation continues.

A Great Meeting Last Night at St. Loui. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Jan. 30.—The anti-polygamy 
meeting called some days ago was held at the 
Pilgrim Congregational Church tonigbt. The 
house was filled to overflowing with the best 
vitizens of the city. The Kev. S. J. Nichols pre- 
sided and spoke, and speeches were made by 
Bishop Robertson of the Episcopal Church, the 
Rev. Dr. Wilson, the Rey.

The committee say: discus- 
sion of the Mormon religion is entirely out of 
place unless it concerns us to observe that the 
crime of polygamy is immeasurably tu- 
creased by the plea of Divine  inspira- 
tion, under which it is propagated.” The 
nddress treats — — simply as a felony, but 
us One Of the most baneful of influeoces, and 
asserts that Congtess has authority and power 
to abolish it, and demands that measures sball 
be taken to crush it. The address eloquently 
describes the evii and demoralizing effect of the 
practice of polygamy, and earnestly and strong- 
iy calls for its eradication. Bishop Kyan, of 
the Cutholic Church, sent a letter to the meet- 
ing, stating that, although ‘he could not 
uttend, his heart and soul were in favor of the 
movement for the abolidiop of white slavery, of 
Mormon polygamy; and. as the polygamy of 
modern divorce is scarvely less demoralizing, be 
begged to express a hope that the intelligenee 
and energy of the country may next be directed 
to its Abolition, The meeting continued untit a 
late hour, and the speeches and address were 
most beartily approved by the great audience 
present.

Col. Mapieson’s opera company began the sec- 
ond week of their season here with a rendition 
of the “Huguenow,” one of the most exacting of 
alioperas in the répertoire of any companys, 
from the fact that it requires so many really 
fine artists to All the important roles. It is not 
an opera that can be slurred over or half sung 
and then tne performance be recorded as fairly 
satisfactory or a good one for an “off uicht. it 
requires two strong soprano voices, a good con- 
tralto, a robust tenor, ard ‘three or four rich 
basso voices fur its prover intervretation, and, 
although several times wiven here, bas never yet 
received what would be ‘called a thoroughly 
creditable representation. Of the many at 
tempts last night's deserves to rank as among 
the very poo st, and was inferior in point of 
merit to the one giveu by the Beaupian company. 
The Huguenots” was last given here as the 
inittal performavee of the Beauplau opera sea- 
son in March, 1881. It was not rendered at all 
by Maplesou's company last season nor the win- 
ter before, but in January, 1879, when Her 
Majesty's opera company was firs here, with 
Etelka Gerster, Minnie Hauk, Marie R6ze, Cam- 
panini, and Gaiassi, it was given once.

NO DELAYS OF JUSTICE HERE. 

Police Justices are proverbial for the rapidity 
with which they dis of cases brought be- 
fore them, but nothing like what occurred yes- 
terday in the Harrison Street Police Court, pro- 
sided over by Justice Wallace, is often wit- 
nessed. Saturday nigbt the police made a num- 
ber of “pulls.” Among the places lied was 
No. 194 Clark street. rooms are kept by an 
old lady, who was taken to the station along 
with those t rooms rented from 
her, and book or keeping a house 
of ill-fame. When che cases were galled the vid 
lady and the inmates were fined $10 each with- 
out giving them time to plead, ask for a change 
of venue, or even bearing the testimony of the 
officers wo made the raid. When the old lady 
reached the railing in front of the Justice and 
asked for a change of venue ene was told that 
she was fined. Sbe then asked to take an ap- 
peal, but was told to “Go below or pay your 
line. I have no time to waste making out ap- 
peal bonds.” Rather than be locked up she 
paid. Three out ot the number taken from the 
rooms of the old lady two men and one woman— 
whose names were called later. sceing bow 
things were being rusbed, got to the rail just as 
their numes were read and instantiy demanded 
acbange of venue. They were too quick for 
the Justice, and be was compeiled to grunt 
them. They were taken before Justice Ham- 
mer, who, after bearing the evidence of 
the officers who made tbe raid, discharged 
them, while the old lady who owns the rooms 
was fined and branded ug the keeper of a house 
of ill-fame by Justice Wallace. She is very re- 
spectably connected, and it is quite likely that 
sbe will press the matter. 

A littie later the caseof a man charred 
with deme disorderly and with carrying con- 
cealed weapons wus called. The mau was ar- 
rested early Sunday morning tn the House of 
David, where be was flourishing a cocked and 
loaded revolver ſu the faces of the persons in 
the plece. Justice Wallace uned the man $10 
for being cisorderly and $10 for carrying con- 
cealed weapons. city ordinauce provides 
“that a fine of not less than $25 nor more thao 
$100 shall be imposed for carrying concealed 
weapons.” Notwitnstandimg the plain language 
of the ordinance, the Justice ignored it and 
fixed the tine to suit himself. Mayor Harrison 
afew days ago. in ao interview regarding the 
Police Justices, said that Just ces Walsh and 
Kaufmann, as they mellowed up from their 
red justice with mercy. 
remark of the Mayor .does not apply w 
Justice Wallace. 


THE USES OF A BURGLAR-ALARM. 

Sunday morning at 9:30 tere was received at 
the office of the Chicago Telephone Company a 
burgiar-alarm denoting that burglars were at 
work in the jewelry establishment of Fred 
Blauer at No. 182 State street, third floor. It was 
immediately answered by the district special 
policeman, follqawed by the district inepector, 
who received a report from à special policeman 
that everything was secure and thut it wasa 

alse alarm. But the [ospector, having implicit 
confidence in the working of the alarm, deter- 
mined upon a further examination, which led to 
the discovery that the burglar or burglars had

their tracks. Next in order came the task of 
gaining access to the room in which the sates 
were, which was done u ith the aid of a powerful 
jimmy by forcing the lock from the door-casing, 
und thereby setting of the alarm.

Upon the 
arrival of Mr. Blauer, who had been sent Yor 
immediately upon receipt of the aiurm, ne wus 
bigbly elated over the successful working of the 
aiurm, and the prompt attention paid to it. He 
teudered the district inspector a handsome sum 
of money, which was gratefully refused on the 
ground that the company was only living up to 
the letter of its contract, and fultiliing its duty 
to its customers.

THE CONSTRUCTION OF HOUSE- DRAINS. 

Mr. G. Howard Ellers, the Superintendent of 
Sewerage, bus issued new and explicit specifica- 
tions for house-drains, which the Mayor de- 
mands shall be rigidly compiled with. Mr. Ellers, 
in a conversation with a TRIBUNE reporter yes- 
terday, said that much of the sewer-gas com- 
plained of in houses was due to the faulty con- 
struction of bouse-drains. Commissioner Waller 
held that the city's power did not extend Deyond 
the curb-iine, but Mr. Ellers believes otherwise, 
and be has been sustained by the Law Depart- 
mont. House builders and owners fully in- 
dorse Mr. Ellers in this, for uo class 
of men have committed more or worse 
blunders than the drain-layers of 
this city. Someof the drairs have been laid too 
near the surface, others were never cemented 
properly and bave sent disease and death 
through the premises under which they were 
constructed. It is of vital importance,” says 
Mr. Ellers, to have bouse-drains bonestly aud 
properly laid, and it my specifications are lived 
up to they must be. An inspector wbo is found 
negligent in bis duty in this regard will be dis- 
charged so quickly that it will make his head 
swim.” 

The specifications provide that all hbouse- 
drains and sewers must be built in open 
trenches in such widtb and depth as may be nec- 
essary to secure correct alignment; and gas and 
water mains encountered must be carefully pro- 
tected. The specifcations also provide for 
good, substantial. foundations, catcb-basins, 
Ste., and that none but vitrified .giazed pipe 
shai! be used. The specifications are strict and 
strong, and bring the construction of huuse 
drains entirely under control of the Sewer En- 
gineer. It is a move in the right direction.

THE COUNTY-BUILDING. 


THERE is considerable talk about the county 
printing agaiu. Though the contracts were 
awarded two weeks ago, it appears that there 
has been a delay in preparing them, and it is 
charged that certain persons are taking advan- 
tage of the situation and crowding orders for 
printwge upon the old contractor at the old 
prices. It is said, for instance, that be bas been 
ordered to make a duplicate of the books of the 
late Probate Court for use in the County Court 
uoder the new order of things, which is claimed 
to Be uujust to the new contractors.

5 THE CABLE SNAPPED. 
CLUMSY EMPLOYE’S FAULT—NO SERIOUS CON- 
SEQUENCES. 

The four completed grip cars ran at intervais 
on the new cable road Sunday, and carried large 
crowds of curious people io the trains attached. 
The destination of these people appeared to be 
the cngine-bouse, at the corver of State and 
Twenty-first streets. It is estimated that fuliy 
10.000 people made a pilgrimage to this new 
Mecca during Sunday, and the street in front of 
the building was filled with them constantly. 
They clamored for admission at the doors and 
windows, and it was finally decided to allow a 
limited number at a time to go inside and look 
the works over. Accordiugly about 500 people 
were admitted, and they fairly overran the 
piace. The ubiquitous small boy was on hand. 
of course, and at one time dur the 
afternoon Assistant-Superintendent elch 
found about 2 of them under the sidewalk, 
encircling the rapidly-moving cable with their 
bare hands. They were chased up stairs before 
any accident bappeved, and a man was put on 
guard at the place to keep them uway. About 
every fifteen minutes tne crowd would be turned 
out and another detachment admitted. This 
courtesy lid not seem to satisfy those who were 
compelied to wait their turn on the sidewalk, as 
they began to break the windows in their en- 
dou vors to force their way in, and it was found 
necessary to cull 
who called 
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Madison and Twenty-first street cable and 
jump to the Twenty-first and Thirty-niuth 
stout cable there is a crook in the slot, and the 
engineer is su to throw the one cable out 
of his grip and catch on to a other 
cable after running about twenty feet. O'Leary 
bad not learned ey thoroughly, and when 
he reached the c . instead of throwing the 
cable out be threw the lever the wrong Way. 
When the point where the cable goes down onto 
the big wheel and into the engine-bouse was 
reached the grip was on, and something had to 
give way. It was the cable, which was cut in 
two as witha knife, and all the cars on 
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Wen the break occurred the broken end of 
the cable was pulled into the engine- house by 
the machine It struck against the rafters 
with terrific force, breakmg of a large section 
ot the wood, and descended with a crash, 
knocking out an entire window-~-sash. A 
plumber was standing just to the left of the 
window adjusting a gaspipe railing, and the 
heavy one-and-a-quarter inch cable just missed 
him. Had it struck bim it would have killed 
him instantly, but as it was be was only Slightly 
scared. 

The machinery was stopped the moment the 
break was seen, and the ends of the cable were 
clamped to the posts under the street, The 
splicer began his work at once, and by 40 clock 
he had braided the bulky iron rope 60 tno 
break was noticeable. verything was in read- 
ivess for a new start, when it was discovered 
that there was a kink in tne cable at Arcber au- 
enue, and it was decided not to start up again 
until 6 o'clock, when everything was found to 
be — shipshape condition, and the cars ran beau- 
tifuily. 

The man O'Leary, who was uclucky enough to 
cause the accident, claims that one of his supe- 
riors ordered him to move bis cur ou, and be was 
obliged to do it. He expressed great sorrow for 
what be had done. 


ON "CH ANG K. 
DEPRESSED MARKETS—THE BARLEY DISPUTE—A 
NEW LEGAL QUESTION. 

The Board of Trade markets declined yester- 
day, wheat leading in the down turn with a 
break of nearly 38% cents per bushel since the 
closing price of Saturday. The reports of a 
financial panic in Europe are supposed to have 
precipitated the decline, and in the case of 
wheat the country, which received the credit of 
loading up beavily last week, is believed to have 
thrown the stuff indiscriminately. The trans- 
actions in wheat on the Call Board aggregated 


about 4.000. 0% bushels, which is said to be the 
largest recorded busivess in that grain ever done 
on the Call Board. ‘ 

The Arbitration Committee which met yester- 
day to fix a price for settling the defaulted con- 
tracts on No. 3% bariey for December delivery 
listened toa full grist of testimony, and de- 
cided ou $1 per busbel as a settling price. It is 
understood that the parties with whom the 
shorts were to settle did not ask for more than 
$1.12, while the price on the last day of Decem- 
ber was $1.06. 

The peopie who own much of the No. 8 bar- 
ley in store bere which they have carried since 
the culmmation ot the December squeeze are 
understeod to be making arrangements to ship 
out about 65,000 bushels of it. This expected 
reduction in the stock of bariey will be offset by 
the receipts of Canadian barley, which, if the 
reports about the quantity coming here are cor- 
rect, will be about 1,000 cars. 

_ BOARD OF TRADE MEMBERSHIPS 
were quoted yesterday at $3,900 to $4,000. It is 
rumored that a propesigon is likely to be sub- 
mitted to have the memberships of the board 
limited to 2.500. Whether this proposed change 
bas been talked over for the purpose of bulling 
the membership market remains to be seen. 

The Board of Trade has to face a new legal 
question. It is now claimed that creditors have 
a right to attach membersbip tickets the same 
as other property. The Court issued an injunc- 
tion yesterday restraining the board from traus- 
ferring a membership which it isfuuderstood the 
owner was about to sell. Prominent members 
of the board doubt if claim is a good ove. 

The Board of Real- te Munagers received 
the supplementary plans for the new building 
yesterday, and met informaliy to examine them. 
Five of the architects who sent in the original 
plans contributed these addidons. Inthe now 
tketcbes there are no offices above the trading 
hall. The bourd does pet expect to decide on 
any plan at present, ‘ 

The report that the Board of Trade people 
bave secured options for real estate near the 
selected site, to be actedmwpen in case the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court is adverse to the 
vacation of La Salle street, is denied by some of 
the members. 

HOW ro KILL THE BUCKET-SHOPS. 

It is the opinion of some members that the 
Board of Trade micht egsily put an end to the 
“ bucket-shops”’ by banishing the telegraph 
offices from the trading ball if they did not stop 
furnishing market quotauons for these institu- 
tions. Now the fluctuations in wheat, cora, 
pork, etc., are collected by the employés of the 
telegraph companies and sent over the tickers 
into the very rooms of the “ bucket-shops.” 
so that they are kept almost as well 
pusted on prices as the men who 
daily congregate on "Change. The New York 
Stock Exchange is said to have killed the 
* bucket-sbops " instanter by threatening to ex- 
pel from tbeir bail the telegraph com- 
panics if they did not stop furnishing the in- 
formation. If this course were persued here a 
system of signaling might be employed, but it 
would probably prove to be so slow and cum ber- 
some for the “ bucket-shops"’ that they would 
und their business unprofitable.

Mr. Elmendorf replied that there were 3.500 H- 
censed saloons and 1,500 other places where liq- 
uor was sold. Licenses were grented to un- 
worthy men, and there was so many saloons that 
the three leagues could not possibly attempt to 
put down illegal truſhe. 

Mr. Andrew Paxton confirmed these state- 
ments. The special taxes id to the Federal 
Government showed that there were over 5,000 
places where liquor is sold in this city. If from 
the population of 550,000 people the temperance 
men, women, aud the minors be left out of 
consideration, there would te one saloon to 
every ten or twelve legal customers. With this 
state of affairs the saloons could not keep within 
the law and line. 

The proposition was adopted and the commit- 
tee was appointed, to consist of Emery Storrs, 
W. P. Biack. Thomas Hood. A. M. Henderson, 
E. C. Larned, E. F. Cragin, and F. F. Elmendorf. 

The question of the appointment of a State 
agent to organize leagues throughout the State 
was referred to the same committee.

FINANCIAL, 


From the openmg stocks were under the 
steady pressure of the unfavorable news from 
Europe. Ever since the financial troubles in 
Paris began assurances Have been unceasing 
that they were temporary, and their effect 
would consequently be inconsiderabie. But the 
situation seems to have steadily grown graver. 
The Bank of England yesterday put up its rate 
to 6 per cent, and the k of Belgium ad- 
vanced its rate to 7 percent. The failure of the 
Union Générale was announced, and that of an- 
other prominent institution was said to be im- 
pending. Affairs in London in the discount 
market were declared to be demoralized, gold 
was shipped from London te Paris to the amount 
of neariy $5,000,000, and in New York gold 
to the amount of $3,000,000 was engaged for 
export, though this was said to have been done 
for its effect on the stock market. Foreign ex- 
change advanced for sterling, while continental 
rates were almost unquotabie on accouat of the 
timidity of buyers. Under the circumstances 
the stock market yielded less than might have 
been expected. There was a good deal of sell- 
ing, and quotations tended steadily downward, 
but the decline was gradual, was pot severe, and 
at no time did the market seem to be in bad con- 
dimon. At the close there was a recovery in 
some quotations of , or so. The market seemed 
a trific less troubled. Western Union appeared 
to bave good support. “ Leading operators” 
advertised their expectations of a better market 
today. Efforts, it is said, will be made by no less 
a man than Jay Gould to turn the tide.

The Reading Railroad bas sent out a party of 
engineers to survey for a new branch road con- 
necting Shamokin and Danville. This is one of 
the necessities of the recent connection of the 
Pine Creek Road with the New York Central's 
branch at Williamsport, and will be a short-cut 
from the East Mabonoy coal-fields. At present 
all the coal destined for the West must be car- 
ried around two sides of a triangle via East Ma- 
honoy and the Catawissa Raiiroad to Danville, 
making in all about sixty miles. The new 
branch will be only fifteen miles in length, and 
will have the effect not only of saving in the cost 
of transportation, but will very materially lessen 
the time consumed in shipment.

to back him in building his new trunk line to 
connect Boston and the West by way of the 
Hoosac tunnel. No less than $50,000,000 will be 
spent for road and equipment. Gen. Burt bas 
bougbt out the Continental Construction & Im- 
provement Company, and has formed a new 
syndicate to do its work. The new management, 
whict it is said includes foreign parties of large 
experience in handling big projects, who have 
great wealth at their command, bas already 
made contracts for an extension from Schenec- 
tady to Buffalo, with several branches. Work 
will be commenced on Feb. 1 on an extensive 
scale. The plans call for a second track on the 
main line already completed from the State line 
to Schenectady, the building of seventy-five 
miles of double track to Utica, and thence to a 
connection with the Syracuse & Chenango Road 
near Syracuse. All the above must be completed 
within the present year. Before the close of 
1883 the completion is promised of the Syracuse 
and Buffalo extensions, double track, distance 
144 miles; the Oswego branch, forty-six miles; 
and the Rochester branch, seventeen miles. 

On Saturday the Stock Exchange began call- 
ing the new first preferred stock of the Manhat- 
tan Railway Company, 32,522 shares of New York 
Elevated Railway stock, being a majority ot the 
whole, having been exchanged for Manhattan 
first preferred. This admission to the regular 
list is in pursuance of the recent decision of the 
Stock Exchange.

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CINCINNATI SEWERS. 


They Are Found upon Examination to 
Be Far from Pertect. 
Special Dispateh to The Chicago Tribune. 

CrncrnvatTt, O., Jan, W. — Mr. W. H. Baldwin, 
who has been inspecting the sewers of this and 
other cities under the direction of the United 
States Census Bureau, has completed his work 
bere, and today gave some of the results of his 
examination to & press representative. He says 
thar, while he found an excellent sewage system 
in some parts of Cincinnati, ft is very faulty in 
other portions of the city. “Where the system is 
completed he founda the sewers well 
ventilated and supplied with a large flow 
of water. There is quite a large portion 
of the city, bhowever—and it is one 
of the most populous districts—that has never 
been supplied with sewers. Mr. Baldwin says 
that the soil inthis region is becoming slowly 
poisoned, and will before many years, if sewers 
are not provided, become a bed of the worst 
pestitential exhulations. This was what hap- 
pened in Memphis, and, though sewers have now 
been constructéd and drain- tiles laid under the 
strects at close intervals, the soil had become so 
thoroughly poisoned that it will be years with 
the present excellent facilities for draining the 
city before it will become me again. 
In Oincinnati the poisoning process has gone 
on much more slowly, for the reason that there 
is N subsoil of sand and gravel, while at Mempbis 
the subsoil! is clay. The work of completing the 
sewer stem of this city has been greatiy re- 
tardcd po abelief that became quite general 
that the exhalations from the sewers are more to 
be dreaded than that which arises where no 
sewer connections have been made.

BALTIMORE GRAIN TRADE. 


Startling Decrease in the Receipts of 
Wheat, Corn, and Flour—Correspond- 
ing Decrease in Exports. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. W. — At the annual meet- 

ing of the Baltimore Corn and Fiour Exchange, 
held, today the President Mr. William S. Youag, 
stated in his annual report that the receipts of 
wheat during the past year were 20,936,256 
bushels, against 96,414,393 bushels in 1880—a de- 
crease of 15,481,138 bushels. There was aiso a 
decrease of 14,001,08 bushels in the exports. The 
receipts of corn were 15,486,884 bushels, againat 
16,500,021 busheis in 1880—a decrease of over a 
million bushels. There were nearly 2,000,000 
busbels decrease in the exports of corn. The de- 
crease in the receipts of flour were 205, #23 barreis. 
The reason for this unfavorable showing, Mr. 
Young states, is due somewhat to the barge sys- 
tem on the Mississippi, which is trenching 
somewhat on grain raised in regions heretofore 
tributary to Baltimore. {hen the railway com 
tition and cutting of rates has turned grain else- 
where. On one side of our harbor the termina! 
facilities bave been totally inadequate for the 
business offering, and for weeks the railway line 
terminating there was obliged to decline ali 
offerings of grain from Western points. Mr. 
Young concluded by stating that the time bas 
arrived when the railroad discriminayon against 
our city and undue terminal expenses should 
be promptly confronted by the exchange. We 
are squarely entitied now and forever to every 
advantage which our location has given to us, 
and we mustinsist upon having it. Evidently 
the exchange means business.

He Makes a Reply to Commissioner 
Raum. 
Jp the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

SAGINAW Hrn Orrice, East SAGINAW, 
Mich., Jan. 27.~In your paper of the 26th inst. I 
find as a special telegram from Washington ao 
article which charges me with being “a de- 
faulter’’: also, a letter from Commissioner 
Raum purporting to be a copy of one written to 
me Jan. 16. The oo which finaily resulted 
in the change ia office of Collector in this 
district was that I had not deposited in the Sec- 
ond National Bank at Detroit, the United States 
Depository, the entire amount of my collections 
during the month of March, 1881; that I bad 
used a small amount of the same for a private 
purpose during a part of that montb, a part of 
which was retained for ten days, and the rest 
for twenty. The offense consisted in this, and 
nothing more. I had not failed to meet all obii- 
gations at the close of tbe month. This fact be- 
came known to one of tas special agents of the 
department, who made a highly exaggerated re- 
port to the Commissioner. 1 made no de- 
nial of de facts then, nor do I now. 
1 had means within a few hours’ 
reach: in fact, the Government reality owed me 
enough to make the actual “deficit” good, 
though I did not happen to have cash enough in 
the office the night the Examiner was there, but, 
as Commissioner Raum says, it was made up the 
next day. Iexplained everything to the special 
agent freely, and to the Commissioner, denying 
nothing that was true, acknowledging all that 
was wrong, indie ing a willingness to abide by 
any action the department might adopt. My 
resignation was accepted, a successor nominated 
and confirmed, but was left in office to the 
end of the fiscal year, June . some three 
months after you say | “ was a defaulter.” 

I was Collector from April 1. 1875, to June BW, 
1881. 1 secured the office mainly through the in- 
tiuence of Stalwart Zach Chandler, who had 
knewn me fortwenty-tive years. Whenl se- 
cured the office I receipted for $32,552 ut un- 
settied and uncollected taxes on the roils of the 
district, the stamps and other current liabili- 
ties, amounting in ail to $460.24. The office 
stood at a very low grade. Territorially, the 
district comprises over one-half of the 
State of Michigan. Addressing myself to 
the public work to the best of my feeble ability, 
I succeeded in. adjusting and removing from 
the public accounts ali this mass of trash, and in 
winning for the office the first rank. To do this 
I was compelied to personally canvass the whole 
district three times, at a personal expense ot 
over a hundred doilars for each trip. When 1 
left the office there was not one dollar of uncol- 
lected taxes due on the lists, and I turned over 
upwards of $3,000 collected in advance of assess- 
ment, and the total of the transfer lists was only 
$168.07 ‘all for stamps for sale), or $282,157 
less than was transferred to me on cowing 
into the office. 1 collected the taxes honestiy 
and thoroughbiy, and no man can rise up and say 
that the Goverument or any citizen ever lost a 
cent through me as public officer..

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TERMS FOR PERU. 


Interview witha Chilian Diplomatist on 
the South American Problem-How 
the Arbitration of the United States 1. 
Regarded by Both Parties—The Po- 
sition of Gen. Muribut. 

PANAMA, Jan. 19.—Mr. Joaquin Godoy, who 
figures conspicuously in Chilian diplomacy, 
leaves bere today for New York. Although the 
gentieman is under 40 years of age, be bas filled 
some of the most important diplomatic posts in 
the glitt ot his country. Twelve years ago he

was Chillan Miolster at Washington; and in 1871 


he represented Chili as her pienipoteotiary in 
the negotiations that were carried on there be- 


. tween the South American Republics on the 


one side and Spain on the other. These beilig- 
erents were induced by the friendly advice 
ef the United States to submit thew differ- 
ences to diplomatic treatment, and the happy 


result was a speedy truce which soon ripened. 


into a treaty of peace between Spain and ber 
South American enemies. Mr. Godoy was 
Chilian Minister in Peru foralong time before 
the present war. Lhadaiengthy and pleasant 
conversation yesterday with Mr. Godoy, who 
during our interview expressed his opinion 
frankly upon the ushappy condition of Peru 
and the questions pending between her and 
Chili. Our conversation was to the following 
effect: ; 

Mr. Godoy, were you not one of the Chilian 
peace commiésioners to Peru?“ 

“I was for several months, and the only one 
at the time.

“No; I started from Lima direct for the United 
States. It was my duty to remain at that city 
for the purpose of entering into the arrange- 
ments precedent to a treaty of peace with the 
Calderon Government.”

“Probably you visit the United States in a
